To 111 Arebhlshop ' of Dahlia itae

London, January C. The Nan Bays: "We
are informed that on Tuesday the pope ad-

dressed a pontifical letter to the archbishop
Dublin for immediate publication, in

which, while sympathizing with Irish Catho-
lics, and desiring an improvement in their
condition, he exhorts them to do nothing
coutrary to law, and declares Ireland will
more readily obtain what she desires from
the government (in justice and political
equality, of which he expresses every confi-
dence) if she keeps within the strict limits of
legality.

Collecting; Facta Abont tho Dialect or
tbe Aborigines.

Washington Slur: "An important inquiry
being very quietly conducted by the bu-

reau of ethnology of the Smithsonian institu-
tion into the dialects and languages of the
North American Indians. The inquiry at
the present stage is devoted principally to an
effort to obtain complete and accurate
vocabularies of the several sign languages
employed by the Indians to eke out tiieir
limited supply of vocal language. This
branch of the investigation is a very difficult
one. It has engaged the attention of the bu-

reau fir some time, and it will not be able to
show results it would like to term final fop an
ndefinite period. The undertaking is,' in
act, a census of signs, analogous to Superin-

tendent Walker's census of inhabitants. Ev-

ery contribution, no matter how small, is re-

ceived thankfully, and will be credited 16 the
contributor in the final publicatiotrof results.
Bo ne months ago the bureau prepared an
elaborate explanation of the work in hand,
accompanied with directions for observing
and noting Indian signs according to printed
diagrams, and distributed loOO copies over
the world. These are now being heard
from. Men who received them are
forwarding s:gns from one to a
hundred or a thousand noted by them. All
arc valuable to the bureau, either as signs or
as confirmatory of former observations. The
contributions received from these observers
and those of the hundreds who preceded
them are being compiled with alphabetical
vocabularies, interleaved with blank sheets.
One thick volume is already completed and
another will be shortly. These will then be
sent all oyer the world to observers, and cor-
rections and additions nskedj When they
are returned, laden with suggestions, the
bureau wijl complete
